The injured firemen are: 
Charles 


Cox of engine G who was hit on the j 
head by falling slates; HosemanXler- 
inan Gutheim of engine 'G; Hoseman 
Thomas Mullen of the same company 
and Ladderman Garfield Eagleston of 
ladder 1. 
They were caught by the 


falling wall on the Prospect 
street 


side of the gymnasium, now the prop- 
erty of St. Mary's Catholic Associa-1 
,tion. Red hot. brick rained all around 
the men, and it is a miracle that some: 
were- not killed. 


How the fire caught is as yet not i 


known. 
The blaze was discovered at i 


6.35 when the first alarm was sent in. | 
When the first detachment of the fire-1 


men came the whole building was a 
rod hot, roaring furnace. 
"When the 


firemen broke in the doors they were 
driven back by great, walls of flame 
which belched out in every -direction. 


One minute later a second 
alarm 


was sent in and in two minutes more 
i t . was seen 
that 
more 
apparatus 


would be needed and a third alarm 
was rung. 
This was followed by a 


general alarm and Boston and Som- 
erville engines raced 
Lo Cambridge- 


port to cover outlying sections of the 
city, as every piece of fire 
fighting 


apparatus in Cambridge was at 
the 


scene of the fire, which threatened to 
spread in every direction.

TRIP IN AIRSHIP 


TO NORTH POLE 


Explorer Wellman Has His 


Plans All Mapped Out 


WILL START IN AUGUST 


Balloon With 
Lifting Capacity of 


Nearly Ten Tons Will Ascend From 


Danes 
Island, 
Spitzbergen—Diffi- 


culties to Be Overcome Are Fully 


Realized, but Method Is Consid- 


ered Practicable 


Washington, May 5.—Walter Well- 


man announces" that this summer he 
will renew his efforts to reach the 
North Pole by means of a dirigible 
balloon or airship. 
All the prepara- 


tions have been made and Wellman 
will sail next week for Paris and Nor- 
way. 


This expedition will be 'under Well- 


man's individual ownership and re- 
sponsibility. 
The capital has been 


supplied by Americans solely on scien- 
tific and patriotic grounds." The bal- 
loon will start from Danes Island, 
SpUzbergen, in August, if"weather 
conditions aate favorable. 
The air- 


ship will be the America, which had 
a trial at Spitzbergen'a: year ago last 
September. 


The owners of the Chicago Record- 


Herald have turned over to WeTlman, 
free of charge, the airship, 
plant, 


buildings and machinery of Wellman's 
former enterprise. 
The America is 


the second largest'airship, hetng about 
three-fifths the size of the Zeppelin. 
It has a lifting capacity ot nearly ten 
tons. 


If the America Is able to start next 


August upon, he,r voyage of 700 miles 
through the air to the Pole, she will 
carry a crew 
of three men, 6000 


pounds of gasolene for the engines, 
food for a year, sledges, sledge-dogs, 
life-boat and all the requisites of a 
sledging party. 
One member of the 


crew will be Chief Engineer Vanlman, 
an American, who was in charge of 
the airship's engines during her trial 
voyage in 1907. 
The third .member 


has no.t yet been selected. 


The first section of the expedition 


bound for Spitsbergen is scheduled to 
leave Christlansand, Norway, May 21, 
in 
the 
new 
motor 
ship 
Arctic, 


launched this spring. 


She will carry to Danes Island,, in 


addition -to her crew of twelve men, 
twenty foremen and mechanics, all 
the supplies necessary for making gas 
and properly equipping the plant at 
headquarters. 
When her cargo is dis- 


charged the Arctic 
will 
return 
to 


Tromso for the airship and other ma- 
chinery and supplies, and before the 
end of June the entire party should be 
assembled at th.e base, ready for the 
short but strenuous campaign of two 
months. 


"The difficulty o£ getting a fair start 


•with an airship designed to go to the 
Pole is of course very great," said 
Wellman. 
"On account of ice condi- 


tions It Is Impracticable "to reach the 
base and start effective work before 
the early days of June. 
The actual 


period of effective -work is confined to 
about ten weeks. 
If delay or acci- 


dent happens from any cause,,,it may 
be necessary to postpone the voyage 
till another year. 


"We have no settled convictions as 


to whether success is or la not await- 
ing us in case we are able to make a 
start this year. 
If this were an easy 


thing to do it would have been done 
long ago. 


"We have from the first fully real- 


ized the magnitude o£ the task and 
have known that there were more 
chances for failure than for success in 
any given year, which is true of all 
polar efforts, by any.plan. 
We have 


had and still 
have 
faith 
that 
our 


method is practicable and more prom- 
ising of results than any other."

the Atlantic, Pacific and gulf coasts 
interested In the preservation and ex- 
tension of the large and growing shell- 
fish industry are represented at the 
first convention of the National Shell- 
fish association, which began today its

Women and Children Murdered With 


Deliberation—Armenian Girls Traded 


For Horses and Rifles—Thirty-Five 


Thousand People Wandering Home- 


less In Adana Vilayet—Great Suf- 
fering Exists In Ravaged Districts 


Tarsus, via-Constantinople, May 4. 


—Hundreds of young Armenian girls 
are being traded for horses and re- 
peating rifles by Young Turks in and 
around Tarsus. 


These girls were seized and car- 


ried off to the harems after the massa- 
cres in which their male relatives were 
butchered. 


Authentic details of the atrocities 


committed during the recent disorder 
show that the entire ten days were de- 
voted to an insensate orgy of lust^and 
violence in the name of race and re* 
liglon. 


Entire families were burned to death 


in their homes. 
In the massacres o£ 


fourteen years ago there was exhibit- 
ed no such fiendish desire to kill or 
maltreat women and girls as in the 
recent outlawry. 


The slaughter was unsparing,.Greeks 


and Syrians being struck down with 
Armenians. 


The worst particulars of these nar- 


ratives cannot be told, but they show 
without doubt that 
at least 
10,000 


persons lost their lives in this pro- 
vince, and some estimates place the 
total at 25,000. 


At one place a party of 100 Ar- 


menians surrendered to the soldiers. 
The prisoners were taken to an opeii 
field, where the women were ordered 
to stand apart from the men. 


Every one of the 
men 
was 
then 


shot. In many cases they were killed 
•with their women clinging to them, 
trying to save them. 
Many women 


were wounded becausevof their per- 
sistence.

stances of the murdering of women 
and children with deliberation, and 
there are other instances where women 
were brought out one by one'and shot 
down, • bystanders

hands at each fresh execution.

"Tobacco is a necessity of life," 


says :Mr.' John 'Redmond, leader of 
the Irish party in the same parlial- 
ment. 


•But Mr. Lloyd-George proposes to 


put a tax on tobacco. 


Here in New 'England, we -would 


laugh him out of public life if any 
Btatesman made an issue on 
the 


status of tea or tobacco as a neces- 
sity of life. 
There are too many 


people who use neither. In some por- 
tions of the TJnited States tobacco is 
regarder as a necessity, but nowhere 
is that the common opinion in re- 
gard to tea. 


The recent proposal to put a tariff 


tax on coffee arouse great indigna- 
tion, but nobody seriously advanced 
the -idea that coffee is a necessity. 
It is regarded as one of the comforts 
and enjoyments of the common peo- 
ple, but not as something -which can- 
not be omitted from the daily bill 
of i'are. The people object to being 
made uncomfortable by an increased 
cost of their coffee. 
They felt that 


it would be a discriminating tax and 
that the people'of moderate or scanty 
means would be the victims of the 
discrimination. 


The Bngiisn"man may use tobacco 


but he "ill have 
tea. 


The Irishman must 
fill his

fi^fcD" for a smoke but will not be 
seriously inconvenienced if he is de- 
liied the privilege of a "cup of tay."

When you start 10 equip a small boat with a motor remember the 


matter of initial co.sl is not always the most important. When you 
get quotations on a motor, be sure and see that you also get quota- 
lions on a propeller, a shal't, reversing gear.- mul'tler. the gasoline tank 
and necessary piping, your electrical apparatus and connections, and 
:ilso ascertain what the weight of the entire outfit is, and get an idea 
as to how much room they will occupy in the boat. Also be sure that, 
the concern which you patronize is one that is likely to be In busi- 
ness I'or at least a couple of years after you have accumulated your 
outfit. 


Tnere's not any tougher proposition than the rude awakening 


which a man experiences after he has bought a beautiful equipment 
at an awfully low price, than to find that the concern which supplied 
it has gone out of business, and that every time he needs to replace 
some part of his machinery he has the privilege of having it made to 
order at about five limes the cost that he would have had to pay for 
machine-made parts carried in stock. 


Remember that the gasoline motor has not solved the problem of 


perpetual motion, and that it has parts that wear out the same as any 
other bit of machinery, and that whether these parts, when worn 


our, can be replaced at a moderate figure or an ungodly cost depends 
very much on the stability of the concern from which-you have pur- 
chased it. 


Beware of apparently getting too much for your money; the con- 


cern that does not make a good fair profit on its output is not going 
to be very long-lived, and it is a great deal better business proposition 
to buy an insurance policy on getting your supplies whenever you 
need them, by paying a fair price for your layout,'than to save a few 
dollars when purchasing and find yourself in a hole. 


Don't, if you can possibly"avoid it, let an ''expert" not connected 


with the manufacturer's establishment monkey with your motor. The 
expert may be-on the level, or he may not; but it is the easiest thing 
in the world for him to prevent your motor going satisfactorily, and 
it is a big temptation for a man who wants to sell you a motor differ- 
ent from the one you are using to help matters a little toward dem- 
onstrating just how much better the other motor is than yours. 


Moreover, if the expert puts your motor outx>f business^ you have 


no redress in the matter; while if the manufacturer's representative 
can't make things go smoothly, it is up to him and his concern to 
remedy matters, and whether the expert is honest or not, the fact 
remains that the concern who built that motor are just as interested 
as you are in seeing that she works 'all right, and helping you out of 
any hole into which you may get, and that's a whole lot more-than can 
be expected from anyone else.

Oxidization. 


The "common Idea " regarding au- 


tumii coloring is that frost causes the 
brilliant color of. the leaves. 
ThlB 


popular fallacy Is without any foun- 
dation In fact,'says Country Life In' 
.America; for frost has absolutely 
nothing whatever to do with tinting 
of the leaves except that It hastens 
their fall. 


Let those who do not believe this 


statement 
go out in the sv:amps 


two weeks or even a month before 
frost and they will find occasional 
maples as scarlet as they ever are 
seen in September or October. 


It is a curious fact that quite 


young u-ees are usually the first to 
turn red. Autumn' coloring is actu- 
ally due to oxidization, vfhich. is 
caused by 'the action of light and 
heat, somewhat similar to the rust 
on Iron. With leaves it is due to tlie 
fact that In fulfilling their rnissfSn 
they become choked by their own ex- 
cretions, and the.iicids thus formed' 
are acted ou by the oxygen. 


In extremely moist 
atmospheres 


the 
colors 
are not 
usually 
very 


bright, as in England, for example. 
And in very dry climates the leaves 
dry up suddenly, and their skin, 
which is very thick to prevent tbe 
escape of moisture, is not sufficiently 
transparent to allow of the color be- 
ing seen beneath. 
Injhe regions i 


where the autumn foliage is moist | 
vivid we find that an. avevase season I 
produces the finest colors. Neither a J 
very dry nor very wet summer anj j 
early autumn will result in much 
brilliancy. 


The extraordinary range of colors 


in trees of a single species -is very 
noticeable, particularly so with the 
sugar maples; and it is remarkable 
that an Individual tree will continue 
the same colors year after year; not 
only that, but the same branch will 
show the first tinge of color year af- 
ter year. I have in mind two maples 
that I have watched'for four years. 


Each of them has a particular 


branch that proclaims the advent of 
any of the other leaves- show any 
sign of changing; presumably these 
branches are not quite equal in vigor 
to the rest of the tree, but why one- 
brilliant cadmium yellow while the 
other becomes a rich orange tinged 
with crimson in'parts, la difficult tc 
understand, because 
the conditions 


under which both trees grow ure ap- 
parently identical.

Stands In St. Anne's Cluirrliynrd In 


tin- Heart of London. 


An ancient monument which at- 


tracts 
.sightseers 
to London 
was 


'. M'cU-d In 1757 to Theodore 1., Klnfi 
of Corsica who while In London dis- 
tinguished himself by pawning his 
kingdom for the benefit of his credi- 
tors. 


This singular monument stands In 


the courtyard of St. Anne's Church, 
Soho. In the very heart of Loudon. 
At one time St. Anne's wa^ ;i fash- 
ionable fane, atteuded by the £reat 
of the laud: but now it is tucked in- 
conspciuously 
away 
Iu 
Wnrdour 


street, not far from Piccadilly Circus. 
The curious Inscription on ihe tomb 
ot the liard-up mnoarch frequently 
attracts the attention of American 
visitors to London. Here is the in- 
scription: 


Near this place is interred 
Theodore, King of Corsica. 


Who died iu this Parish 


December IX., .MDCCLYL, 


Immediately after leaving the- King's 
Bench Prison by the benefit of the 


Aci of Insolvency 


In consequence of which 


Ho registered his Kingdom of Corsica 


For the use of his creditors. 


The sioi'y of the Corsicau King 


reads like one of the tragedies from 


German 
folklore. 
It 
seema 
that 


Theodore came by Jjls kingdom* in 
the 
good old-fashioned way, con- 


quest. 
Originally he 
was. Baron 


Theodore Neuhof, son of a Wesphal- 
ian nobleman, who on March 12, 
1736, landed with a,band of adven- 
turers at Alerla, in Corsica. He sub- 
jugated the wild inhabitants, and 
was proclaimed King eventually by 
the people themselves. In (hose d.iys, 
Corsica v:as being fought, over by the 
French and Italians; and Theodore 
was once or twice driven from his 
kingdom by the contestants. He re- 
turned victorious on two occasions, 
but ultimately his power was bro- 
ken, and he sought refuge in Lon- 
don. 


The King of Corsica, it seems, was 


able to obtain considerable credit on 
the strength of his kingship, and by 
pawning his realms he managed ..to 
live. Finally, however, his creditors 
—who, possibly found It difficult to 
realize on their security—seized the 
august person of the King himself 
and cast His Majesty into a debtor's 
prison. 
After lingering in durance 


vile for several months he was lib- 
erated In. conformity with the Insolv- 
ent's Act. 


On walking out of jail the poor 


King was in a worse plight than 
when in It. He hired a sedan chuir 
—the prototype of the cab of to-dny 
—and asked to be taken to the Por- 
tuguese Embassy. 
The Ambassador 


happened to be out—at least, io 
Theodore, whose mission was doubt- 
less known to be an impecunious one 
—and the King, on turning to pay 
the sedan man, found that he (lid 
not possess the necessary fee of a 
shilling. Thereupon he pelHion-.'d lo 
be taken to a friend of his in Soho 
from whom he begged shelter. Theo- 
dore's plight must have been a vyry 
sa<i one indeed, for the nexi '.'ay. af- 
ter being taken to his tailor frit;nil. 
he became very 111, and in thn-e d;i"fl 
was dead. He would have boon ijj- 
ried 
in 
potter's 
field 
had 
not. :t 


friendly oil man come forward ^:ir.l 
given him decent burial In St. Anna's 
Church. His death occurred on D-J- 
'.ccinber I I . 1706, but the tablet reads

This bar was placed 


between the two sections of the rol- 
ler. 
The ends of the center shaft 


were inserted in boxes in the two 
outside pfeceti of the frame, which 
was made of four by four hardwood 
material. Four two by eight planks 
were used for the front and rear of 
'the frame. 


A platform was made on which 


the seat was attached hy taking an 
old wagon tire and bending it in po- 
sition shown. 
Platform was placed 


on these bars and an old mowing 
machine seat bolted-' for the rider. 
An old mowing; machine tongue was 
used for the tongue on the roller. 
When a roller is devised in this 
manner it is much easier for a team 
to turn around than is the common 
log roller. 


Use of Mulberries. 


For a fruit that may he growii 


easily it Is the opinion of those who 
have studied the mulberry that it 
should be much more popular than It 
is. Jt is remarked that probably no 
fruit from so many standpoints has 
received so little attention. 
Hume 


and Reimer of North Carolina, who 
have been studying the fruit, and 
have issued a bulletin on the sub- 
ject, give the following as repre- 
sentative of its uses: 


The mulberry has not been put 


.to many uses, and has not been aa 
extensively used as Its merits indi- 
cate. The fruit of the best varieties 
is very good 
when 
eaten 
fresh. 


Some of the varieties ripen their 
fruit over a period of. several months 
which Is not true of any other fruit. 
They can also be used for pies, and 
jellies, and those who have used 
them say that they are quite good. 


The tree is a rapid grower and 


makes a splendid shade tree, espe- 
cially 
around 
stables 
and 
stock 


yards. 


No better fruit is known for swine 


and chickens than 
the mulberry. 


Some trees (jroduce as high as ten or 
twelve bushels of fruit, and during 
the long fruiting period, pigs and 
chickens 
need 
little . other 
food. 


They also grow well in hog pastures 
and chicken yards, and give excel- 
lent purpose near cherry trees and 
on strawberry plantations in attract- 
ing birds away from these fruits. As 
long as there ure ripe mulberries, 
close at. hand, the other fruit will 
suffer very little from birds. 


The Trues to I'luut. 


People often 
ask 
whether they 


should 
plant 
dwarf 
or 
standard 


trees. This question takos In two 
types of f r u i t growing and the in- 
tending planter should study both 
propositions thoroughly and decide 
according to circumstances. H may 
be said tliat :is a general rule the 
standard trees are more reliable and 
better on the whole. 
The dwarf 


trees do not seem to be so vigorous, 
rt'juiring extra cure and ure not KO 
profitable. For family orchards and 
yard culture, the dwarfs 
can 
be 


grown advantageously, but for large 
commercial 
plantations the 
stan- 


dards are of course better and we 
have scarcely «ny other kind In this 
country where fruit growing has be- 
come an Industry.—Indiana Farmer.
